Filibuster is ii nasty word to m ost 
N orthern residents, l>erause it frequent­ 
ly refers to efforts by a small b u t po­ 
tent bloc of Southerners to kill p e n d ­ 
ing civil rights legislation in the I'. S. 
Senate. 
The filibuster, its critics charge, is 
an instrum ent of minority rule. Not so, 
its defenders maintain, claiming it to 
be a weapon against m ajority oppres­ 
sion. 
In 
either 
event, 
the 
current 
arnund-the*flock filibuster in W a sh ­ 
ington is providing sim p of the 
most colorful hours in Senate h is­ 
tory— and also some of the longest 
and m ost sham eful. 
Not in year* 
has there been a filibuster more em* 
h a ra ssin g abroad or at home than 
the present one. 
Now, as when Woodrow W ilson d e ­ 
plored the Senate’s inability to art on 
bis Armed Ship Hill in pre-war 1017. 
a “little group of willful men . . . have 
rendered the great government of the 
t ’nited States helple-s and cootempti- 
hie.” 


Tt rem ains the only legislative body 
on earth “ which cannot art when its 
m ajority is ready for action,’’ and it 
reminds the world of its impotence at 
a time when President Eisenhower has 
just completed a tour abroad preaching 
and pleading democracy and equality 
for all. 
The situation at home is equally dis­ 
turbing. 
While senators wrangle over 
whether Negro Americans shall vote as 
the Constitution decrees, areas in which 
they are relegated to second class citi­ 
zenship are in ferment. 
There is dis­ 
order, and the th rea t of more. 
In the Senate the issue is joined. 
There 
were 
early 
indications 
th at 
Southern Democrats regarded the vot­ 
ing rights provisions of proposer! leg­ 
islation with less hostility than school 
integration. 
Now, they make it clear there will 
be no compromise in this “debate.” 
Civil rights advocate* should lie equal­ 
ly adamant, 
lf thev remain so, victory 
can come this time, from exhaustion if 
not intelligence.

But as Chairman 
Saulnier of the Council of Economic 
Adviser* correctly noted, it would al­ 
most certainly lead to wage and price 
controls. 
He called it “mischievous*' 
legislation. 
A«ked Mr. Saulnier at a Senate sub­ 
committee session: “W hat lf the P resi­ 
dent finds the wage and price increases 
unjustified? 
The next step would be 
sanctions to roll back the wage and 
price increases. 
I think this would in­ 


evitably develop into wage and price 
controls.” 
And Victor P ra th e r, assistant to his 
brother Walter of the United Automo­ 
bile 
Workers, 
evidently 
sniffed 
the 
same d ange r in this bill sponsored by 
Senator ( ’lark of Pennsylvania. 
Reveal­ 
ingly enough, Mr. Reuther said in effect 
that th e idea was okay for price in­ 
creases but not for wage increases. 
We d on’t blame him for being con­ 
cerned. 
It would seem that, after all the dis­ 
mal experience with direct economic 
controls 
throughout 
history, 
people 
would finally allow such nonsense a 
peaceful death. 
If Congress is really 
concerned with wage-price spirals, let 
it consider the causes in union mo­ 
nopoly. Government inflation and exor­ 
bitant taxation. 
And let it keep the 
back door firmly closed against the 
other mischief-makers.

Cost of J u n k e t * — The 
amount of public money spent 
by Junketing lawmakers is a 
secret tightly guarded by Con­ 
gress. In recent years several 
attempts have been made to 
shed nome light on one source 
of Congressional ti av el money 
counterpart funds — but 
none has succeeded. 
Counterpart funds are t h e 
local currencies deposited by 
foreign 
countries 
receiving 
U.S. aid. Ten percent of these 
funds are reserved for Ameri­ 
can use. A touring Congress­ 
man who has his committee 
chairman's permission can ob­ 
tain a* much counterpart mon­ 
ey in each country as he feels 
he needs. Currently, counter­ 
part fund use is rejmrted on a 
committee-hy-committee basis, 
with no Individual figuie* giv­ 
en.
